Had He Obeyed Order. When Given 


the Accident Would Not Have 


Happened—Graphic Descrip- 


tion of the Disaster, 


Nsw Yonu/.Tune 27.—The Morning 


World publishes the following cable 
dispatch from Tripoli, Syria, regarding 
the sinking of her majesty's battle ship 
Victoria: 


About 3 o'clock Thursday afternoon 


the English fleet came in signt of Kl- 
mina, the port and town of Tripoli. It 
was coining from the northeast and 
making directly for the harbor. The 
five big ironclads, Victoria, Camper- 
down, Edinburgh, Nile and Sansparlel, 
were drawn up in full front. The Vic- 
toria was in the center, the Camper- 
down was on her left and the Edin- 
burgh on her right. When they were 
within five miles of the shore, Vice-Ad- 
miral Sir George Tryon signaled to 
turn and form in double line; this 
meant that the Victoria and Camper- 
down were to go ahead a little and 
describe a turn, the Victoria turn- 
Ing- to the left and the Camper- 
down turning to the right; then 
they would advance side by side 
to the direction from wfflch they had 
come and the others would swing to 
double-column order and advance two 
by two behind the leaders. When the 
order was given the distance between 
the ships wa-j less than two cable 
lengths. The execution of the order 
was easy enough for ships further 
away from the center, but extremely 
difficult for ihn Victoria and Camper- 
down, who in turning their bow* 
would pass within a few fathoms of 
each other, even if (he movement was 
executed with the greatest precision 
This movement is rarely ifladefand is 
chiefly for the purpose of training the 
ship's commanders to move expedi- 
tlonsly away from shoaling waters. 


Whether because Admiral Markham 


of the Camperdown could not believe 
thif^movement was to be tried when 
the ships were so close together, or be- 
cause he thought Admiral Tryon hod 
miscalculated the distance, he did not 
eel about executing Admiral Tryon's 
order, but signaled that he did not un- 
derstand it.

The Camper- 
down no longer hesitated, but began 
to turn. The brief delay, however, 
had been fatal The Victoria had near- 
ly turned, and the Camperdown, swing- 
Ing around, bore down upon her 
I^oth 


admirals were quick to act. Admiral 
Tryon swung the Victoria so as to re- 
ceive at the smallest angle the blow 
which the officials saw was inevitable, 
and Admiral Markham did the same 
for the Camperdown, besides reversing 
her screws. The twelve-foot ram of 
the Camperdown struck the hull of the 
Victoria just In front of the armored 
bulkhead, and plunged into the big 
plates of her starboard side. 
The 


armor ends of the bulkhead and the 
forward part of the Victoria above the 
water line was mere cardboard to 
the great iron wedge so mightily pro- 
peled 
There was a smashing of wood 


and iron plates, and the ram and eight 
feet of the bow of the Camperdown 
crashed twenty feet into the bowels of 
the Victoria. 
The Camperdown was halted by the 


heavy armor of the Victoria, and as 
her screws were reversed, she at once 
began to back away. As all the other 
vessels were moving to get in double 
line behind the two leaders, they were 
bearing down upon the 
entangled 


ships, and a catastrophe involving all 
the ironclads was imminent. Only the 
coolness and pVompt action of the other 
commanders prevented a general disas- 
ter. 
The Victoria's bow was now 


pointed full toward the shore. 
It 


seemed that Admiral Tyron did not 
realize the extent of the damage to the 
Victoria. 
As no accident of exactly 


this kind had happened before he could 
not know what effect the hole in the 
compartment was to be. Ho no doubt 
thought, as only one compartment 
was damaged, the others <m>uld keep 
his ship afloat, so wheaThe Camper- 
down and the other ships signaled offi- 
cers for the boata, he replied that he 
did not need them* The Victoria bej 
gan to forge straight for the shore un- 
der full steam. It is one of the rules 
of the British navy that if a ship is in 
danger of sinking, and shore is not far' 
away, she must bo got into shallow 
water, so that if she goes down she 
may be raised again. 
So Admiral 


Tryon was making for the shore and 
was widening the distance between the 
Victoria and the other ships. When 
the Camperdown's ram struck the Vic- 
toria Admiral Tryon, the navigating 
officer, two signal ofllcers and the man 
at the wheel were all upon the deck, 
either in full view or In the chart 


With the crash they rushed into the 


battery and as far aft as possible, but 
when the two vessels separated all re- 
turned to thnlr places. Discipline was 
perfect. The admiral and officers re- 
mained upon the bridge setting an ex- 
ample. 
So good was the discipline 


that within five minutes after the 
blow a diving suit had been brought 
on deck and a diver was getting into It 
to obey an order to go below and re- 
pair the damage. 


Untangling and getting under full 


headway had taken some little time. 
About ton minutes after the blow the 
Victoria, having got something like 
two mile, miarer shore than the scene 
of the collision, all at onoe leaned 
away ever to the starboard, and with a 
great roll and plunge, buried her bow 
beneath the sea. It was almost instan- 
taneous. There was only a chance for a 
fcw wild cries and the Victoria wo. ftl- 
mo*t mbnwrged, bow foremost, wtth 
her nwlftly-revolving serewa whirring 
den of the water and high inthe air.

ately ptangHd Into the water. Themen 
below had rot time to ruch to the deck, 
tat fomnd tiemsolves groping for doors 
of rooms filled with water and «ro- 
pwewd alt.

tinge hull was drawing-in the water as 
It went down,and several hundred men, 
hurled suddenly Into the water fully 
dressed, had to battle against the in- 
creasing suction. 


A moment later a new peril de- 


scended upon them. The great engine, 
deep in the heart of the hull, and in- 
closed in a water-tight compartment, 
was still throbbing at full speed, and 
the great steel flanges of the twin 
screws were whistling around op in 
the air. As the vessel sank the screws 
came nearer and nearer to the water 
and descended 'into the midst of the 
struggling human" beings. The vessel 
sank slowly, and when the screws were 
low enough to begin to whirl In the 
water again the suction had Increased 
until there was a deepening vortex like 
a maelstrom 
At the bottom of thife 


maelstrom the screws were a revolving 
like circular knives. The poor creatures 
battled In vain against the suction. 
They 
were drawn 
down and in 


against the swift-revolving 
blades. 


Then 
came a scene which made 


the officers of the decks of the

turn away sick with horror. Screams 
and shrieks arose, and In the white foam 
appeared reddened arms and legs, and 
wrenched and torn bodies. Headles. 
trunks were tossed out ot the vortex, 
to linger a moment on the surface and 
sink out of sight 
All within reach of 


that vortex lost their presence of mind. 
Men who knew how to swim ceased 
swimming and fought by themselves. 
Men clutched each other in frenzy and 
struck each other off. One man who 
has escaped says that he saw in this 
vortex at least fifty of his fellows fight- 
Ing with each other and with inevit- 
able death 
In a moment or so the 


knives disappeared and the vortex be- 
gan to close up. The ship was be- 
neath the surface just as the whirl was 
shallowed almost to the surface. Then 
there was a muffled sound of thunder, 
the waters were tossed up and the 
steam burst from them. 
Again the 


shrieks and screams burst from the 
swimmers, the boiler had exploded, the 
sea had rushed into the furnace, and the 
swimmers were beating waves of scald- 
ing waters. Thus in less than ten min- 
utes death in three awful forms at- 
tacked the officers and crew of the Vic- 
toria—death by drowning, death by 
knife-like screws, and death by scald- 
ing water 
With the first Under plunge 


of the Victoria all the boats were called 
away from all the other ships, and 
came straining over the calm surface 
to save the stragglers. These boats 
Were soon picking up the fortunate 
ones who hod got out of reach of the 
terrible vortex. So long as the vortex 
was there the boats dared not come 
near, but they did lift from the water 
several sailors who were horribly 
burned. It is said that more than half 
of those drowned got out of the ship, 
but were caught la the vortex or 
tcalded to death. 


Admiral Tryon stayed on the bridge 


trad refused to leave it 
Just before 


the Victoria made her under plunge 
|ie saw what was about to happen and 
Issued an order for each man to save 
himself, but the order never got be- 
yond the J)ridgc, for ruin descended 
Straight way. 


The diver whom he hod ordered be- 


low to look into the danger was still 
on deck and dressed for his descent, 
except his helmet. 
He would have 


been dragged to the bottom by his 
heavy lead-soled shoes had it not been 
far a seaman who stopped to cut him 
loose from his heavy clothes. 
The 


diver was saved, but the man who cut 
him free was drowned, This was an 
act of heroism, self-forgetfulness and 
daring. 


The peril in the water was increased 


by the fact that the sea thereabouts is 
Infested with sharks 
It is the duty of 


the marines when a collision occurs to 
immediately go below and close all the 
water-tight compartments. When the 
Camperdown struck the Victoria the 
Victoria's marines were below for their 
duty, and, as a result, of ISO marines 
on the Victoria, 94 were lost

The 
shoe ..which was found with tbe dry 
tones is ot exactly the same make. It 
is also worthy ot mention that the body 
yt every person known to have been 
rowned along this part ot the river baa 
teen found with the single exception of 
hat ot the unfortunate Adams. The 
»dy may have been laying for some 
tme where it was foond or it may have 
teen washed into the drift by the recent 
ligh waters and left there. Young Ad- 
ams, at the time ot his death, was carry- 
ing B life insurance policy tor 92,000, bat 
us relatives wen not able to recover 
upon it because the failure to find the 
tody provided for a technical doubt ot 
his death suffloiently strong to make the 
oooipanynot liable. The Journal has 
no disposition to prejudice the oaaa ia ad- 
vanoe by a description of the sue of the 
shoe and the tnxtun ot the olothing 
onnd. Adams' mother la still residing 
n this oity and his wife was visiting here 
about a month ago. Up to last evening 
none of the relatives had been notified of 
be discovery. It they oan remember 
rhat kind of olothing Adams wore on tie 
fatal day, the number of his shoes and 
other particulars conoernicg his height, 
•to., it oan be established almost beyond 
a doubt whether or not this is the relic 
of the n unfortunate rolling mill hand. 
Sometime after Adams' disappearance 
teneath the water and after he had been 
given up as hopelessly lost, he waa re- 
torted to have been seen alive in Sr. 
jooie, but no one ever had the audacity 
o try to substantiate tbe story and 
Idams1 home relations wen so pleasant 
ihatlhe could have had no motive for 
loldmg himself aloof from his wife and

A E. Irving, ot Louisville, 
Ey., a young man who is fitting himself 
tor a missionary and who in about one 
year will sail tor the Congo Free State 
to take np the mission work there. Mr. 
Irving spoke of the promising outlook in 
Africa. The miarionaries follow the nat- 
ural highway—the Congo river, whioh is 
navigable for ocean vessel* for 110 miles 
from its month. 
A railroad is being 


built and is nearly completed around th% 
rapids and waterfalls ot the Congo. This 
makas it comparatively easy to travel in 
this part ot that country, as it is smooth 
•ailing for 1000 miles after passing the 
rapids. It ia always easy to get an audi- 
ence there as the people are eager to 
learn ot the gospel. The people an a 
light chocolate color, finely developed and 
have a language that is far more musical 
than the Italian.
